Warden,  all  for  one  year;  one  Selectman  and  one  Assessor  both  for  three 
years;  and  one  Planning  Board  Member  for  five  years.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

We  feel  that  1971  was  a  year  in  which  the  Town  of  Washington  moved 
forward  and  in  some  ways  became  a  leader,  whereas  heretofore  the  Town 
always  seemed  to  be  in  a  position  of  catching  up  with  the  other  leaders  in 
the  county. 

After  a  pubhc  hearing  in  January,  the  Board  issued  a  permit  for  an 
experimental  drug  project  at  the  Corey  farm  on  Washington  Mountain 
Road.  Although  this  project  has  been  discontinued,  we  think  that  this  type 
of  a  project  can  be  run  in  a  small  town  with  Httle  or  no  adverse  results. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  in  February,  the  Town  approved  the 
estabhshment  of  a  Planning  Board  and  also  voted  to  join  the  Berkshire 
County  Planning  Commi  ssion.  The  Selectmen  endorse  the  fine  work  which 
the  Planning  Board  has  been  doing. 

The  Town  also  voted  for  the  new  landfill  site  on  Frost  Road.  The  site  was 
opened  on  June  27th  and  the  Becket-Washington  Sanitary  Landfill  became 
the  first  State  approved  site  in  all  of  Western  Massachusetts. 

At  a  special  town  meeting  held  in  May  approval  was  given  for  the 
estabhshment  of  a  Town  Conservation  Commission  and  also  a  Town 
Historical  Society.  Both  groups  have  been  very  active  since  their  inception. 

Twenty-four  building  permits  were  issued  in  1971  and  many  of  these  were 
for  new  homes  which  is  another  indication  that  our  Town  is  growing  and 
moving  forward. 

The  Selectmen  had  planned  on  asking  the  Town  to  replace  a  truck  and 
Sander,  but  after  receiving  the  bad  news  that  the  reimbursements  from  the 
State  would  be  some  $23,000  less  than  1970,  resulting  in  a  rise  in  the  tax 
rate  of  70%,  we  decided  to  forego  this  purchase  for  one  more  year. 

This  year  at  the  annual  town  meeting  the  voters  will  have  the  opportunity 
to  vote  for  the  establishment  of  a  Stabilization  Fund  and  the  Board 
endorses  this  proposal. 

Our  detailed  report  is  on  the  following  pages.  We  thank  you  for  your 
cooperation  and  the  opportunity  to  serve  you.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  OF  POLICE 

In  1971  the  Washington  Police  Department  answered  a  total  of  86 
complaints,  a  12%  increase  over  1970.  This  increase  is  consistent  with  the 
level  of  crime  increase  throughout  the  state.  It  should  be  noted  that  a  new 
type  of  complaint  has  become  more  prevalent-snowmobile  violations. 
Listed  below  are  the  complaints  and  investigations  in  which  the 
Washington  Police  Department  was  involved.  The  Massachusetts  State 
Pohce  assisted  in  many  of  the  investigations  and  their  help  is  deeply 
appreciated.

Calls  and  complaints  to  Patrolman  Methe's  Home   8 

Calls  and  complaints  to  Patrolman  Adams'  Home  17 

Total  86 

Chief  of  Police  investigated  39  complaints,  4  motor  vehicle  accidents,  1 
snowmobile  accident,  6  breaking  and  entering,  4  breaking  and  entering 
with  burglary,  1  larceny,  2  cases  of  mahcious  damage  with  restitution 
made,  2  stolen  vehicles,  and  2  malicious  damage  to  pubUc  property. 
Patrolman  Adams  assisted  in  2  accidents  and  15  complaints.  Patrolman 
Methe  assisted  in  1  accident  and  8  complaints.  Massachusetts  State  Police 
made  one  arrest  for  aggravated  assault.  There  were  9  pistol  permits  issued 
and  6  firearms  identification  cards. 

I  am  hopeful  that  by  the  end  of  1972  the  personnel  of  the  Washington 
Police  Department  will  be  completely  uniformed.

REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

By  vote  of  the  Town,  at  its  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  February  1971,  a 
Planning  Board  was  established,  as  provided  under  Section  81  A,  Chapter 
41,  of  the  General  Laws.  This  was  implemented  by  the  Selectmen  through 
initial  appointments  to  a  five-member  Board,  which  promptly  organized  to 
carry  out  its  basic  functions  in  preparing  a  program  for  the  future 
development  and  growth  of  the  Town  of  Washington. 

Activities  during  the  year  included: 

1.  Liaison  with  and  participation  in  activities  of  the  Berkshire  County 
Regional  Planning  Commission. 

2.  Consideration  of  recreational  resources  and  the  assumption  of 
concurrent  duties  of  the  Park  Commission. 

3.  Consideration  of  municipal  assets  and  deficiencies,  with  subsequent 
recommendations  for  the  acquisition  of  property  deemed  most  suitable 
for  future  Town  needs.  Acquisition  of  the  property  by  eminent  domain 
proceedings  was  recommended  by  your  Planning  Board. 

4.  Consideration  of  future  growth  patterns,  now  in  progress,  will  seek  to 
insure  the  Town  of  an  orderly  pattern  of  land  utilization  and 
accessibility. 

A  continuation  and  enlargement  of  these  activities  are  anticipated  for  the 
coming  year.  Coordination  with  all  Town  Officers  and  Boards  will  become 
a  major  concern  of  the  Planning  Board  in  its  efforts  to  guide  the  future 
interests  of  the  Town  of  Washington.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

By  vote  of  the  Town  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  February  1971,  a 
Conservation  Commission  was  established  and  appointments  to  the 
five-member  commission  were  made  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Properly  organized,  the  Commission's  efforts  were  directed  toward  the 
consideration  of  the  Town's  future  needs  in  the  preservation  of  natural 
resources,  the  estabUshment  of  recreational  facilities,  and  the  utilization  of 
land  within  the  Town  to  best  serve  the  interests  of  residents  in  the  future 
years. 

Of  immediate  concern  was  the  proposed  development  of  newly-acquired 
Town  land  as  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board.  Plans  for  such 
development  will  be  carried  out  with  an  initial  request  for  funds  available 
through  Ford  Foundation  grants  available  for  this  purpose. 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  agreed  to  request  that  a  Resource 
Survey  be  done  for  the  Town  by  the  Berkshire  Conservation  District,  also 
the  Conservation  Commission  voted  to  join  the  State  Conservation 
Commission  Association.

On  May  22,  1971,  the  voters  of  Washington  voted  to  estabhsh  an 
Historical  Commission  and  the  Selectmen  appointed  7  members  to  serve 
th^  Commission. 

At  our  organizational  meeting  at  the  Old  Town  Hall,  on  June  23,  we 
elected  officers  for  1  year  terms. 

The  Commission  plans  to  continue  the  work  in  restoring  the  "Little  Red 
Schoolhouse"  begun  by  the  Washington  PTA  and  the  Old  Town  Hail 
building  which  the  Sons  and  Daughters  of  Washington  have  been  repairing 
and  restoring.  To  enable  us  to  continue  this  work,  the  PTA  and  Sons  and 
Daughters  have  turned  over  to  our  treasury  their  funds  for  this  purpose. 

Town  Counsel,  Attorney  Rudolph  Sacco,  has  generously  contributed  a 
large  sum  to  help  our  continued  work  in  preserving  our  historical 
resources. 

One  of  our  first  tasks  is  to  survey,  research  and  inventory  the  historic 
assets  of  our  Town,  including  not  only  buildings,  but  sites  and  objects  for 
future  conservation  and  preservation. 

We  are  now  in  communication  with  the  Diocese  of  Western  Mass.  regarding 
the  possibility  of  the  active  preservation  of  St.  Andrews  Chapel,  which 
would  give  us  a  school,  church  and  governmental  building,  which  were  the 
basic  beginnings  of  our  community. 

The  Commission  invites  visitors  to  its  meetings,  notice  of  which  are  always 
pubhshed  in  the  Berkshire  Eagle,  and  would  welcome  anything  written  or 
tangible  to  help  it  in  its  work.
